Gathering of People to Wittiest 


tlie Ceremonies. 


Daniel H. Hastings is now Governor 


of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 
At high noon last Tuesday he took the 
oath at offlce, administered by Chief 
Justice Sterrett, of the Supreme Court 
upon the flag-bedecked stand erected in 
front of the old (Japitol building. An 
immense crowd of people saw General 
Hastings take the oath that made him 
Governor, and the inauguration was at- 
tended with all the pomp and ceremony 
permissible uuder a Democratic form of 
Government. 


At 11 o'clock Governor Pattison took 


leave of the Executive department. He 
was there early and finished up his busi- 
ness and received a few personal triends 
The Governor said he felt relieved to 
know that he was going back home. 
Great crowds of people flocked to say 
farewell to Governor Pattison, and the 
struggle to get near him was so- fierce 
that be could hardly make his way to the 
carriage. 


The attendance at the stand in front 


of the Capitol, was exceedingly large. 
Everybody wanted to see the oath ad- 
ministered. Those who had friends se- 
cured tickets, but the latter numbered 
about 2,000, and there was not room for 
more than 800. The officials entered at 
the East side of the main building and 
marched through the corridor to the 
stand. They were followed by the mem- 
bers of the Senate and House. 


After the ceremony Gov. Hastings 


made an address, a part of which will 
be found in another column. 


In the afternoon the members of the 


new Cabinet were sworn in and filed 
heir bonds with the exception of Attor- 
ey General McCormick. 
The leading feature of the evening 


was the public reception tendered Gov- 
rnor and Mrs. Hastings at the Execu- 
ve Mansion.

ADDRESS. 


The address delivered by Governor 
astings on the occasion of bisinaugura- 


.ion was a polished and persuasive per- 
rmance. Necessarily, what an official 
yawhen he takes office is a matter of 


promise. Governor Hastings promises 
well. He says he will give unqualified 
recognition to the constitutional arid 
legal rights of every citizen, without 
partisanship. If he shall hold to this, 
nothing more can be asked. 


In declaring that the people of the 


State and of the country are now hap- 
pily emerging from a period of financial 
and industrial embarrassment he has 
frankly stated a truth. It was not 
necessary for him to say that the Busi- 
ness distress had reached its acute stage 
under a policy which he advocaced, and 
was disappearing under a policy which 
he disavows. Yet this would have been 
the whole truth ; and it should go far to 
disabuse the public mind of the fallacious 
idea that the Government has anything 
to do with fixing wage rates except for 
laborers in Government employ. Even 
then the Government cannot make its 
rates compulsory except upon soldiers or 
persons suffering for penal offenses. 


As to State affairs, Governor Hastings 


thinks that there may he some way of 
settling disputes between labor and 
capital; but he does not point out the 
way. He suggests that industrial train- 
ing schools be established at the State 
expense ; that State assistance be given 
for making better roads;'and that the 
banking department of the State should 
have proper supervision of the affairs of 
building and loan associations. 


As a means of helping the farming 


industry in Pennsylvania a new Depart- 
ment of Argrculture is recommended, to 
have supervision of all matters affecting 
agriculture. 
Similar action with re- 


ference to other branches of the State 
government is also suggested. 


Evidently the Governor agrees with 


his party "that the more government we 
have the better. State road building, 
State industrial schools and State De- 
partment of Agriculture, Charities, etc., 
etc., would cost a heap of money. But 
these things cannot come without an en- 
largement of the rates of taxation; and 
in that way lies difficulty. 


"The Rceoxl" takes this occasion to 


assure Governor Hastings of its high re- 
gard. It will give him honest support 
in everything that jnakes for the public 
welfare. May no worse luck attend him 
than that he shall be able to quit the 
offlce with as full .acclaim as he has 
entered upon it. No man ever had a 
fairer start.—Phila. Becord.

Statistics About Strikes.. 


There is nothing equal to statistics in 


establishing facts. Governor Pattison, 
in his last message, resorted to them as 
a means of proving the futility of strikes, 
employing figures to show that such 
movements, as a rule, are useless as well 
as injurious. 


To show how unprofitable laborstrikes 


usually are, and how particularly dis- 
advantageous to t&ose who direct them, 
he needed but to refer to the statistics 
of the department of Internal Affairs by 
which it appears that in the afty-three 
strikes, which occurred in this State in 
1894, 
the loss of wages incurred by the 


striking employees amounted to $1,395,- 
423,75, while the estimated loss of the 
employers was but $113,650. 


By the comparison it is easily seen 


which of the antagonizing parties re- 
ceived most of the punishment. 
In 


these cases the instances were very rare 
in which their loss was made good by 
the subsequent increase of wages. It 
was almost invariably the case that work 
was resumed with no advance in the pay 
of the workmen. Nothing in the Bnal 
result compensated the strikers for tbe 
privation and suffering they had to 
endure. 


This U the lessioii usually taught by 


strikes, and it ig remarkable that it 
had not led to a less costly and harmful 
method of harmouiv.ing the wage ques- 
tion between workingmen and their em- 
ployers.

The yeai was not alone recognized as 


the year ol the great Columbian Expo- 
sition, but it was likewise a year which, 
doubtless, will mark the beginning of a 
new era in the history of our public 
schools, not alone in one locality but 
universally so. 


The International Exhibition, the 


World's Fair, has done no less for the 
public schools than it has done for all 
departments of education, as well as for 
the various other professions, occupa- 
tions and industries. It has given new 
life to all departments of work, especial- 
ly the public shools. It afforded a 
means for educators and teachers to 
make comparisons of work, which is an 
essential to success, without which the 
advancement must be glow and the re- 
sults to be accomplished few. 


We have made an effort to institute a 


school exhibit in Adams. The first at- 
tempt will be made at our next Teach- 
ers' Institute. The plan of work was 
fully placed before out teachers a year 
ago, and later, further instructions were 
given. Some very satisfactory work has 
already been placed iu the hands of a 
committee which was appointed to take 
in charge the work prepared by the dif- 
ferent schools. 


Too much cannot well be done to 


bring teachers to a full realization of 
the importance of becoming familiar 
with the manner, plan and methods 
used by their fellow teachers. 


A great'many failnres can be attribut- 


ed to a limited acquaintance with the 
work of the profession outside of teach- 
ers' own schools or districts. What 
could we expect from a farmer who 
would confine himself to his own farm, or 
practice the plans of his ancestors for a 
period of years, and deny himself of all 
the advancement made abroad ? Would 
he not in a very short time become 
doomed ? Yet, we have teachers who 
are found doing the same thing. We 
must get away from this danger, the 
sooner the better. 


There is a constantly increasing de- 


mand for better and more intelligent 
teaching. We need less culture or schol- 
astic attainment, but more professional 
training, that our teachers may become 
more proficient in their profession. 


There were six new houses built dur- 


ing the year: one in Butler, two in 
Franklin, one in Hamilton, one in Ham- 
miltonban and one in Mountjoy. 
There 


are several new buildings to be erected 
this year: one in Conowago, one in Ox- 
ford and one in Mountpleasant. 


Directors are making decided progress 


in building and furnishing new houses. 
They no longer think that school prop- 
erty should be inferior to that of their 
own, 
as was the prevailing notion in the 


past, but instead, when new houses are 
to be erected, the most desirable loca- 
tion is selected, the most skillful me- 
chanics are chosen, and nothing short 
of the best material is used. The old 
fashioned furniture is surperseded by 
the latest improved and best furniture. 


Great attention is given to the heating 


and lighting of rooms, which was hard- 
ly given a thought years ago. In this 
particular, directors' attention is called 
to the new house at Pine Hun, Hamil- 
ton township. Th» room is heated by a 
furnace placed in the cellar, and by the 
means of fours register the heat is dis- 
tributed equally in all parts of the room. 
Not as has been my experience, that 
when a single stove is used, in mid win- 
ter, when the temperature registers zero, 
and sometimes even colder, that some 
children, who are stationed near a red 
hot stove, almost roast, and others, in 
the rear, or at some remote distance 
from the stove, become icicles. 


Should not this state of affairs be rem- 


edied when it is possible to do so, at a 
small expense, and especially when no 
more fuel in required than in the ordi- 
nary and very unsatisfactory way ? Di- 
rectors, before erecting new buildings, 
should spend a little time for the pur- 
pose of examining the best and latest 
improved plans. They will save money, 
and add to the comfort and happiness 
of all concerned. 


Our schools have been materially ben- 


efitted by the free text book law, yet we 
find that there are some persons who 
antagonize it, as do they all other im- 
provements. Notwithstanding the slight 
opposition.it has been a great means 
for good. Coming at the time it did, 
nothing could have been more highly ap- 
preciated in our county. 


We were just ready to assert that the 


graded course of study, which we had 
successfully used for a period of two 
years, was doing for us what nothing 
has ever done before, in toe way of hav- 
ing all pupils of certain grades to study 
all the branches required by tow to be 
taught; but for want of books, in many 
instances, some of our most studious 
and aggressive pupils were retarded in 
their progress. • Just then the State, 
giving us free text books, placed us on 
such a basis that we are enabled to do 
the work which was our highest ambi-

OTHEB IMPORTANT TOPICS 


The farming industry in Pennsylvania 


is by far the largest single interest, and 
in every adjustmentof legislation shouH 
receive the first consideration. The 
limits of this address prevent the discus- 
sion of some features of legislation 
deemed essential to our agricultural ad- 
vancement. 
I may. however, venture 
the opinion that -fail previous 


^ 


tion to accomplish: To give every boy 
and girl a good, well-rounded, common 
school education before leaving the pub- 
lic schools; to give them such a practi- 
cal training that will at least prepare 
them to engage in the various occupa- 
tions and follow the different business 
pursuits in life, with full confidence in 
themselves. 


The county institute held in Gettys- 


burg, Nov. 27 to Dec. 1, was the largest 
ever held iu the county. All the teach- 
ers, but two, were in attendance. In 
connection with the institute, the second 
annual meeting of the Directors' Asso- 
ciation was held in the public school build- 
ing. 
The attendance surpassed that of 


ourexpectations. Papers were read and 
important school questions discussed by 
prominent members of the association. 
Dr. Geo. R. Hancher, Principal of the 
Kutztown State Normal School, deliver- 
ed an able and instructive lecture on 
the "Duties and 
Responsibilities of 
Directors." 


During the year all the schools 


were visited once, and some of them 
twice. In addition to this, we attended 
seven district institutes and a number 
of local meetings. 


The graduating clasa numbered sixty- 


six, forty-nine receiving diplomas and 
seven certificates of scholarship. It is 
with some pleasure that I note, from 
observation, that most of our former 
graduates have not reached the conclu- 
sion that they have finished their educa- 
tion, but instead, with few exceptions, 
are longing for a training beyond 
that acquired in the common schools. 
Some are in attendance at State Normal 
Schools or Academies, and some are 
taking a collegiate course. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the 


members of the Department for their 
kindness', and all who have in any way 
contributed to the success of the schools. 


A Jolly Troupe of Trained Bees. 


Among the smaller animal there is 


none that seema so intelligent, so prac- 
tical and sober-minded as "the little 
busy bee." 
He will mount in the air, 


and fly in a straight line for hia hive. 
It has passed into a' proverb, and when 
a man wishes to say that he has gone 
by the shortest line from one point to 
another (and that, as mathematics teach, 
is the straight line) he says he "made a 
bee-line" for the place, So in the struct- 
ure of their cells they apply by instinct 
the form and proportions which reason 
proves to be most effective and economi- 
cal of space. They are fine subjects 
and obey implicity the queen and they 
take good care of the drones as long 
as they are useful to the well being of 
the community, and kill them as soon 
as they cease to be so. 


It would appear therefore a very 


simple thing to teach bees tricks and 
introduce them to a professional life as 
performers on the amusement stage. 
Vet probably very few have ever seen 
them trained. In 1531, however, a man 
named Wildeman, of Plymouth, did 
train a troupe and exhibited them for 
the recreation of the curious public. 
He got swarms of bees so well trained 
that he could make them enact man- 
euvers with as much precision and unity 
as troops of soldiers go through field 
tactics. This man used to exhibit the 
bees in a large hall, outside of which 
was a garden. 
When the bees got 


through working as trick performers 
they could have a good time playing 
among the flowers. Wildeman appear- 
ed before the audience with the bees 
swarming all over him. 


They were on bis face, on his hands, 


crawling over his clothes and his pockets 
were full of them. It looked as if he 
were a great flower full of material from 
which honey could be made from the 
assiduous attention which these busy 
little bees paid to him. Whether they 
had been despoiled of their stings or not 
is not aaid. But he must have felt un- 
comfortable if he knew that many scores 
of bees, were they so minded, could 
have stung him at will. Such a quan- 
tity of bee-stings as that could easily 
settle a man and leave him stung to 
death. Anybody who has ever been un- 
lucky enough to receive the sting of 
even one healthy, vigorous bee will 
not find it difficult to believe this. 


The hives of the bees were in a cer- 


tain part of the large hall quite removed 
from the stage where TTildeman stood 
with them thickly clustered on him. 
All at once he would give a whistle and 
presto 1 The bees started off and flew 
straight to their hive 1 When they had 
got well settled there he would whistle 
again, and back'they flew and settled 
on his face and hands and clothes once 
more. This was done with the greatest 
promptness and regularity. It must 
have been with some solicitude that the 
spectators assisted at this performance. 
But it is due to the bees, and perhaps to 
Wildeman, to say that no one was ever 
stung by them. 


Virgil, the great Latin poet, who 


wrote four poems on different agricul- 
tural themes, devoted one of these 
Georgics, as they are called, entirely to 
bees. Bnt he nowhere says they can be 
taught to do the things which this man 
?r!£l?im0uath t?iBed tbem to Perform. 
Virgil's bees knew „ g^ dea, b t 
they learned it all from Nature. 


Bicycles and Turnpike Tolls. 
Judge Endlieh, of Berks county, has 


just made an interesting decision holding 
that the Reading and Perkiomen Turn- 
pike Company has no authority to collect 
tolls from bicycle riders. The act of in- 
corporation, according to Judge End- 
lich s decision, permitted the turnpike 
company te charge tolls authorized by 
the act of March 25, 1805, which incorpo- 
rated the Centre Turnpike Company, and 
the learned judge declares it to be man- 
ifest that in this act there is no authority 
for charging toll upon any species of ve- 
hicle not drawn by an animal or upon 
any vehicle propelled by human agency 
alone, or upon pedestrians. 
In the 


language of Judge Endlieh there is no 
more reason for charging toll for bicycles 
on this pike than there would be for 
making a similar charge for the passage 
of a wheelbarrow, a rolling chair or a 
baby coach. 


There are probably other turnpikes in 


the country which are authorized to 
charge tolls for vehicles drawn by ani- 
mals, but which have as little power as 
the Heading pike to impose a toll upon 
bicycles. The turnpike companies charge 
bicycle tolls because the'bicycle has been 
declared a vehicle, and having acquired 
the right of a vehicle to a fair share of 
the common roads, it has been esteemed 
only fair that it should also bear a share 
of the penalties imposed upon other ve- 
hicles. 
Bicycle riders have not been 


averse to this since the bicycle was thus 
given an assured standing and riders 
definite rights which carriage riders had 
to recognize. No more is heard of driv- 
ing bicycle riders from the roads. No 
more attempts are made to ride them 
down, and in every waythe rights of the 
bicycle rider have been established in a 
satisfactory manner, save in regard to 
turnpike tolls. 


The tolls charged upon some pikes are 


excessive, considering the minimum of 
wear and tear on the roadbed caused by 
a pneumatic tire. A pedestrian, a wheel- 
barrow or a baby coach does more dam- 
age to a roadbed than a bicycle. Judge 
Endlich's decision will cause a general 
examination of turnpike charters and 
possibly the doing away with turnpike 
charges that are in the nature of an im- 
position.

only because he may some day outstrip 
you in the race of life, but because it is 
neither kind, nor right, nor Christian. 


Where He Got It. 


The late Lewis C. Cassidy, who was 


Attorney-General under Governor Pat- 
tison, and one of the acknowledged 
leaders*of the Philadelphia criminal bar, 
used to tell an incident that occurred 
shortly after he had been admitted to 
the bar. It happened like this: One 
day while Mr. Cassidy was in court a 
prisoner in the dock asked him if he 
would defend him. As he was am- 
bitious and anxious to get his name be- 
fore the public Mr. Cassidy defended 
the prisoner, who was accused of larceny 
of a valuable gold watch. The evidence 
was all circumstantial, and Mr. Cassi- 
day made a very eloquent plea to the 
jury and the man was acquitted. He 
paid very little attention to the matter, 
but two or three days afterwards, while 
in his office, the man he had defended 
came in and thanked him for having 
been the causeof his acquittal. He said 
to Mr. Cassidy: 


"I haven't any money that I can give 


you, but It you will accept this watch 
you are perfectly welcome to it." 


Mr. Cassidy was plejsed at the grati- 


tude shown by his late client, but re- 
fused to accept the gift, and during the 
subsequent conversation he casually in- 
quired : 


"Where did you get this watch t" 
"Why,".replied the letter's client, 
that is the timepiece for which I was 


arrested for stealing." 


The following is asynopsis of an agree-

Mr. Hotter sells to the parties of the 


second part: First, all the bonds of the 
Electric Railway consisting of 175 first 
mortgagee per cent. $1,000 bonds, aggre- 
gating $175,000, and 50 like bonds of the 
denomination of $500 each, aggregating 
$25,000. 


Second, all the outstanding shares of 


stock amounting to 2000 shares, par val- 
ue WO, all of which have been subscrib- 
ed and paid. 


Third, all outstanding subscriptions to 


tbe capital stock being subscriptions 
made by the partr of the first part to 
$100,000 of the additional capital stock, I 
upon which nothing has been ra'd, but on 
which, the party of the first part claims 
a credit of $50,000. 


Fourth, all the shares of the capital 


stock of the Electric Light, Heat and 
Power Co. being 500 shares, par value 
$50, aggregating $25,000. 


CONSIDERATION. — In consideration 


thereof the parties of the second part 
agree to pay for the same the following 
sums of money and to deliver to the 
party of the first part tbe amount of 
bonds hereinafter specified: 


First, on the first of Jan. 1895, $5.000 


in cash. 


Second, on the fifteenth of Jan. 1895 


$5,000 in cash. 


Third, on the first day of March, 1895, 


$50,000 of the first mortgage, six per cent, 
thirty year gold bearing bonds of the 
Gettysburg Electric Railway Co., and- 
the sum of $150,000 in cash. 


Fourth, on the first day of May, 1895 


$40,000 in cash. 


The said bonds to be first mortgage 


bonds of an issue not exceeding $20,000 
per mile of constructed and projected 
line of railway and of an issue not ex- 
ceeding in the aggregate $300,000. 


The party of the first part is to hold 


$50,000 in bonds as a collateral secur- 
ity for the payments of March and 
May. 


The deed then recites that the Electric 


Railway Co., and the Electric Light, 
Heat and Power Co., are duly organized 
and existing corporations, that they own, 
free from all encumbrances, the franchise 
and properties set forth in tne schedule, 
which includes the following: A bor- 
ough ordinance to occupy three miles of 
track in the borough of Gettysburg; 


The right to occupy five miles, more or 


less, of the public road in Cumberland 
township. 


The consent by ordinance to occupy a 


mile, more or less, on tbe streets of Get- 
tysburg not now occupied. 


The right by consent of supervisors, 


of Cumberland township, to occupy two 
and a half miles, more or less, on the 
first day's Battlefield. 


Fee simple warranty deed to laud 


now occupied by track in Cumberland 
township amounting to about 51 miles 
in length and from 30 to 150 ft. wide. 


The right by condemnation to build a 


track of 600 ft. on to Baltimore turn- 
pike. 


The right to occupy 7000 ft. of the G. 


& H. R. K., upon the payment of a 
monthly rental of $100. 


The lot or piece of land 80 by 180ft. 


on which is erected the power-bouse. 


Two 1,50 horse power Westinghouse 


generators, 6 single reduction Westing- 
house 30 horse power electric moters. 


Six 32 ft. 16 cross seated open summer 


cars, three cars with Trolley efluipment 
and a lot of material, poles, wire, ect., 
including office furniture and general 
fixtures. One dancing pavilion 70 by 75 
ft. stands, pumps, benches, ect. 


Agreement with Wm. Wible for the 


use of Wheatfield Park, at the rate of 
$5 per day for each excursion. The im- 
provements were made to the Park by 
the Electric Railway Co. at a cost of 
$400 to $500. 


Lease from year to year of the Little 


Bound-Top Park by G. & H. R. R. to 
Electric Railway, including dancing 
pavillion, dining room, kitchen, etc. 


A frame tfcket office on the Company's 


property; 


Agreement with tbe Light, Heat and 


Power Co. to keep power-bouse and 
machinery in good repair, and to pay 
tbe Electric Co. a sum not exceeding 
$12,000 out of profit of Light, Heat and 
Power Co. 


The schedule of the property of the 


Light, Heat and Power Co. includes a 
number of Westiughouse light machines, 
belting, shafting, pulleys, poles insulated 
wire, converters, lamps; an agreement 
with the Electric Railway Co. for use of 
power-house, and an agreement with the 
proprietors of the Eagle Hotel to heat 
the hotel by steam at $100 per month. 


The deed recites that the property of 


the Electric Company is subject to a 
mortgage of $200,000 given to the Fidel- 
ity Insurance, Trust and Safe Deposit 
Co. of Phila. and that tbe property of 
the Light, Heat and Power Co. is sub- 
ject to a mortgage of $50,000 to secure a 
contract with tbe Electric Railway. 


The party of the first part covenants 


and agrees to pay all charges and cost of 
present litigation and to use best efforts 
to bring said litigation to a final settle- 
ment favorable to the parties of tbe 
second part. 


The party of the first part agrees 


to rebuild the power-house and re- 
equip It as it was before the recent 
fire, and use hla best efforts to secure 
corporate action of the Electric Railway 
Co. to have made the issue of bonds 
referred to. 


The parties of the second part cove- 


, January 15.—Governor

1-rom both tha^country has come 
forth stronger and grander and the peo- 
ple with more confidence in the future of 
our political institutions. 


OUR M'AGE-E_M!XEB£. 


The wage-earning populatioE sf the 


State has beyond doubt suffered mere by 
reason of the industrial conditions just 
mentioned than any other portion of our- 
people. They have been halted not only 
by reduced wages, but in many instances 
by absence of opportunity to earn any 
wages. It cannot be dem'pd that the 
hand of toil applied to her native stores 
of wealth has done more to make our 
Commonwealth the keystone of the Fed- 
eral arch than even her <Mmmanding 
geographical position. Penaeylvania is 
the distinctive industrial 
Common- 


wealth. 
Her wage-earners should re- 


ceive fostering care in every legislative 
enactmentaffectingtheirinterests. Tbe 
State that permits large aggregations of 
capital to be employed should surround 
the artificial person thus created with 
the same restrictions, privileges and pro- 
tection which it gives the individual citi- 
zen. 
The laws affecting each should be 


just and equitable. The burden of tax- 
ation should rest justly and equitably 
upon both, having due regard to every 
privilege, advantage and related interest 
Neither should be a target for thedema- 
gO'ue nor Ihe tool of the avaricious 
Wise laws rigidly enfoiced are indispen- 
sable to both, as well as to the State 
Every man has the right to sell his labor 
at his own price, and is entitled to pro- 
tection in its performance. 
Labor has 


the right to organize for mutual protec- 
tion and advantage the same as capital • 
but neither labor nor capital has the right 
to combine to prevent men from work- 
ing at any price they please, no more 
than capital has the right to contr.il or 
pervert the natural channels of industry 
so as to depress the price of labor or raise 
the cost of living. 


While the question of the peaceful sel^ 


tlement of contentions between organiz- 
ed labor and capital is almost as old as 
organized society, yet thesubjeetis more 
important and momentous now than 
ever before. Recent experiences in this

POPULAR EDUCATION. 


When we consider that the general 


education of the people is essential to tbe 
stability and perpetuity of the State, we 
may well contemplate further improve- 
ments in our free school system. The 
ordinary townshipor village school, while 
filling a most useful place, does to some 
extent fail in affording tbe means neces- 
sary to enable boys and girls to fit them- 
selves into useful places when every 
branch of employment seems to be al- 
readv overcrowded. The province of 
the free schools is and should be to assist 
them in preparing for whatever lawful 
employment inclination or necessity may 
bring to them. There is large demand 
for education of this kind, and our pres- 
ent school system can readily be expand- 
ed to still greater usefulness in this direc- 
tion. 1 hope the time is not distant when 
our great State from the abundance of 
our wealth, will provide through her 
school system tbe opportunity to every 
boy and girl within her borders to obtain 
a thorough preparation for any calling or 
profession, as free from cost in the high- 
er braushes as the rudiments of an edu- 
cation may now be obtained in our town- 
ship schools. 


KQADS. 


The people of ihe State have mani fest- 


ed much interest in the subject o£ im- 
provement of our public roads, and it is 
hoped that the growing sentiment in this 
regard will soon eventuate in intelligent 
investigation and appropriate legislation. 
The general condition of our roads 
throughout the State indicates that pub- 
lie sentiment has not favored a tax levy 
for road purposes sufficiently large to 
construct aud maintain the best road- 
ways, even if the money were most in- 
telligently and economically expended 
It is a question largely of local sentiment. 
After a somewhat painstaking study of 
the subject, I am inclined to suggest that 
recognizing the right of local govern- 
ment, where tlie people of township or 
county desire better roads, the State 
should, under well-guarded Legislative 
restrictions, come to their assistance by 
paying a share of the proper cost, pro- 
viding the quality and character of tbe 
road satisfy established and just require- 
ments. 


BUILDING ASSOCIATIONS. 


The building and loan associations of 


our State have proved so beneficial to the 
industrial and wage-earning people that 
enormous sums of money have been paid 
into the treasuries of the local institu- 
tions, and tbe homes of more than 50 - 
000 people in moderate circumstances in 
this State are,dependent upon the good 
faith and integrity of the management. 
Tbe building and loan association is dis- 
tinctively a Pennsylvania Institution, the 
first effort of the kind in this country 
having been organized in Philadelphia 
iu 1831. Last year, according to official 
statistics, there were 5 598 building and 
loan associations in the United States, of 
which 1,076 were organized in and under 
tbe laws ot Pennsylvania. Further in- 
vestigation shows that last year there 
were 23J.043 shareholders in the Penn- 
sylvania associations, of whom 68,498 
were borrowers, showing that over 70 
per cent, of the stockholders used the 
associations for investment in the nature 
of savings banks. There are about 2W 


, national building and loan associations

About 9100,000 for the Bird Book. 


It does not look as if the new legislature 


will be very economical in its expendi- 
tures. In the House the first bill finally 
passed is one to print and distribute 24,- 
000 copies of the BOW famous "Book of the 
Birds of Pennsylvania." 
The smaller 


edition of the same book authorized some 
years ago cost the State about f65,000. 
More pages and more pictures are authoriz- 
ed this time, and it is estimated that the 
edition will cost in the neighborhood of 
$100,000. 


Two Philadelphia Representatives, Fow 


and Nickel, fought hard to secure the de- 
feat of the bill when it came up on third 
reading, but their efforts proved futile. 
They declared that the costly book could 
be bought in large quantities at second- 
hand stores in Philadelphia; that it was 
useless to a very great majority of citizens of 
the Commonwealth; that it wasa senseless 
and extravagant waste of the public 
money, and that it was always a nuisance, 
as no member could get a sufficient num- 
ber of them to satisfy the demand from 
people who wanted to see the pictures; 
but they pleaded in vain. 


A bill of this kind was vetoed at the 


last session by Governor Pattison. Dr. 
Warren, of Chester, will receive $3,000 for 
compiling the work. 


The action of the House in passing- the 


bird book bill is not the only indication 
oJ a threatened formidable attack on the 
State Treasury. The demand for appro- 
priations will in the aggregate probable 
exceed those made at any previous Legis- 
lature and the signs are that the total 
amount of money allowed to the scores of 
applicants for the bounty of the State will 
also be unprecedented. Another evidence 
of the strong disposition to spend the 
public funds is found in bills introduced 
in the Senate and House to largely in- 
crease the force.

PENSSYI-YASJIA'S FORESTS. 


"The Ktcc-rd" (Philadelphia) heartily 


recommends tbe passage by the Legis- 
lature of House bill No. 30, which seeks 
to provide for the preservation of the 
forests of the Commonwealth by en- 
'arging in the proper direction the pow- 
ers and duties of the existing Pennsyl- 
vania Forestry Association, and by des- 
ignating the supervisors of roads of the 
respective townships to be, by virtue of 
their office, District Fire Wardens. It 
has been found impossible, at this time 
at least, to create a new body of Fire 
Wardens, and this provision appears to 
be tbe most sensible solutioc of the 
urgent problem 
which confronts the 


State. Further neglect of this impor- 
tant duty of guarding the trees of the 
State would be a piece of downright 
stupidity. 


An important feature of tine proposed 


act is that the State is called upon to 
bear half the expenses of extinguishing 
fires. The excuse for this provision is 
easily found in the fact that the counties 
which possess the largest timber areas 
contain the sparsest population, and are 
uoable to bear the entire burden. It 
should be properly distributed and borne 
by all the counties in tbe interest of the 
whole Commonwealth.

HAWAII AGAIN IX TROUBLE. 


A dispatch from San Francisco to the 


Phila. Kecord says : An uprising against 
the Hawaiian Government occurred Sun- 
day night, January 0. The rendezvous of 
the plotters was raided. They then, after 
a fight, retreated to the Diamond Head, 
an extinct crater back of Honolulu. Their 
leaders were Robert Wilcox, a half-breed, 
who led the revolution of 1889, and Sam 
Nowlein, ex-captain of the Queen's Guard. 


Two fights occurred, in both of which 


the revolutionists were beaten, and they 
lost about ten men. 


Martial law was then declared, and 150 


conspirators were arrested. 


President Dole has 1,500 men he can 
put in the field. 


The chief fatality on the Government's 


side was the death of Charles L. Carter, 
who waa an Annexationist Commissioner 
to Washington, and who for a long time 
represented Hawaii at the National Capital. 


The Brooklyn Strike. 


The militia ordered out in Brooklyn on 


account of the big trolley strike were 
compelled to charge the mobs on Satur- 
day at the point of the bayonet. 


The city is practically under military 


control to put down any violence that 
might have been attempted by the strik- 
ing railway men or their sympathizers. 
Xearly three thousand troops were ordered 
out on the requisition of Mayor Schieren 
upon Brigadier General James Helper. 


President Martin S. Connelly, of the 


Executive Board of District Assembly 75, 
Knights of Labor, said at noon : "The 
situation is a very serious one. The call- 
ing out of the militia has intensified the 
struggle between the railroad corporation^ 
and the men out on strike. I favor the 
calling out of all labor unions as the best 
means of ending the present difficulties." 


The World of yesterday said : "There 


are now 7,800 soldiers under arms in Sew 
York and Brooklyn. 
They could be 


massed at any point hi Brooklyn at an 
hour's notice. They are ready to meet 
disorder or violence with bayonet or ball. 


That means that there are 7,800 bay- 


onets and twenty cartridges in the belt 
of each bayonet-bearer. There are 7,000 
strikers—a little over one bayonet and at 
least twenty bullets for each striker. 


It looks as if the situation were getting 


very serious, as all attempts at arbitration 
seems to be futile.

by committee. 


Authorizing the election of Road Super- 
visors for three years. 


In order to get rid of some more of the 


State's cash and to provide places for some 
more faithful henchmen, Representative 
Niles introduced a bill authorizing the ap- 
pointment of three additional transcribing 
clerks, two door-keepera and three extra 
janitors. 


The House committee on railroads has 
taken affirmative action on a bill to punish 
trespassers on railroads. The committee 
on education considered several school 
bills, among them one to promote the es- 
tablishment of high schools in cities, 
boroughs and townships. The Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction is anxious 
for the passage of this measure, as such a 
law would contribute largely to' a higher 
educational standard in the State. The 
committee willreportthe bill affirmatively.

The Sundry Civil Bill, which was re- 


ported to the House, contains an item of 
150,000 for continuing the surveying, 
marking and improving of the Gettysburg 
battlefield, as well as the 
following:

held of Gettysburg, together with all rights 
of way over avenues through said lands 
acquired by said association, and all im- 
provements made by it upon the same, 
upon the due execution and delivery to 
the Secretary of War of such deed of 
conveyance, the Secretary of War is au- 
thorized to pay to the said Battlefield 
Memorial Association the sum of $2,000 
or so much thereof as may be necessary to 
discharge the indebtedness of the said as- 
sociation, the amount of such debts to be 
yyified bythe officers of the Memorial

Wheat Production. 


I» There loo Mnch Wheat ? 


In a careful article in the New York 


Sun Mr. C. Wood Davis shows that in 
fourteen years the -wheat-consuming 
populations of the world have increase* 
18.5 per cent, while the increase in thi 
•world's wheat acreage has been only 3. 
per cent. The Deficiencies in production 
were supplied by the accumulation o 
great reserves in the years when th 
area was excessive, and by an extraordi 
nary yield per acre in 1S91-2. 


Mr. Davis estimates that the require- 


menta of_the world for bread and seec 
annually augment to the extent of 25 
000,000 bushels; and he draws the con 
elusion that should the world's harves 
of any nearby year give acre yields n 
greater than the average of the fourtee 
years in question, which has been 12.5-. 
bushels, the product would be 160,000 
000 bushels below present requirements 
without reckoning the effect of an 
further annual increase in population 
Acre yields as low as those of the years 
from 1881 to 1890 would give a produc 
tion of from 250,000,000 to 330,000,000 
bushels less than present requirements 
Climatic stability and the law of avar 
ages, according to Mr. Davis, pom 
directly to such a result. 


The statistician has fortified his argu 


ment with an ariay of figures that evi 
dence a great deal of painstaking in 
vestigation. The deductions, however 
though logical, are based upon data 
than which no class of statistics is o 
more uncertain reliability. Wheat pro 
ducers may derive encouragement fo 
the future from this and similar statist 
cal presentations which assure them o 
eventual relief from the price-depressin 
effect of stock accumulations in exces. 
of the world'simmediateneeds. Owners 
of wheat, however, would be more grat 
tied by the inauguration of a price-en 
bandog supply depletion as an immi 
diate factor in the markets than by 
hundred pages of statistical prediction 
that a deficiency in the world's suppl 
will become manifest in some future 
year.—Phila. Secord. 


The Fanner and his Taxes. 


•Various schemes for the assume 


equalization of taxation will be befor 
the legislature at its present session 
This is inevitable apparently. It will b 
repeating merely the experience of man 
sessions in the past. 


There is a great deal of complaint b 


the farmers—and in some instances it i 
not unjust—that the taxes on farm Ian 
are too high and out of proportion to th 
burdens borne by other forms of rea 
estate. As all tax payers understand 
this is not and cannot be the fault of th 
State. For twenty-eight years no tax 
has been called from real estate fo 
State purposes. Whatever assessmen 
is made upon farms or other real prop 
erty is for local purposes alone, and tl 
rate is fixed by local authorities. Th 
responsibility rests there and with thos« 
who, by their votes, make the characte 
of such local authorities. 


That assessment of real estate are ou 


rageously unequal has been shown man 
times hi many ways. In one county 
farm may be assessed at a very low rate 
while an adjoining farm across the lin 
in another county is assessed at two o 
three times as much. This is due to th 
difference in county management and in 
county methods. It is something tha 
the State has nothing to do with am 
cannot regulate, but the owner of th. 
farm assessed at a high rate, looking 
over to his more fortunate neighbor 
naturally becomes discontented. He i 
apt to join in any scheme, howeve 
chimerical, that goes by the designation 
of a movement for the equalization o 
taxes. 


This, we believe, has been the chie 


cause of the farmers' persistent com 
plaint against tax burdens. They mus 
know, and those of them who have given 
the matter attention do know, that the 
State can do nothing to adjust local as 
sessments. For a number of years the 
policy of the State has been to affor< 
such relief as it could by transferring 
certain money to local treasuries. It is 
paying every year almost one-third of 
the whole amount expended on the com 
mon schools, a sum more than five times 
greater than is called for by Constitu 
tional provision. It returns to the local 
treasuries three-fourths of the money 
secured through the personal property 
tax and it leaves with them a very large 
appropriation of the license fees. 


This, together with other legislation 


having a similar purpose, ought to have 
been effective in relieving local tax 
burdens. In some counties it has been 
substantially felt in that way, but it 
does not, and cannot, remedy any in- 
equality that may exist in assessments 
of real estate. If anything is to be done 
in that direction it mnst be by local ac- 
tion bearing upon the local authorities 
who are responsible. The farmers oi 
Sehuylkill county have begun a move- 
ment for this purpose, and if they can 
justify their charge that farming lands 
are bearing an unjust proportion of real 
estate taxation they will doubtless suc- 
ceed in compelling an equalization. 


In this way the farmers can accomplish 


more than by going to the legislature 
with impracticable propositions every 
time it meets. Let them look well to 
the conduct of their local authorities and 
watch the local expenditures. That is 
what they pay their money for.—SMp- 
ptnsbttrg JVetcg. 


Agricultural Statistics. 


Production and Value or Wheat. Corn. 


Oat>, Rye. Barley, Etc. 


The estimates of the area, product and 


value by states and territories oj the 
cereal crops, together with those of hay, 
potatoes and tobacco have been completed 
by the statistician of the agricultural de- 
partment and are represented as follows: 


The com crop of 1894 in rate of yield is 
one of the lowest on record. In the past 
13 years the yield per acre of but one year 
(1881) was lower, the yield for that year 
having been 18.G, against 19.4 for the year 
1894. 
Severe drought and dry winds in a 
few of the principle corn producing states 
reduced the area barveuted for its grain 
value to 62,582,000 from the 76,000,000 
acres planted: The product gathered ia

Baltimore, Key. Dr. Richard Jim-court 
preached on "The Good and Evil of Ihe 
Newspaper Press." He said : 


"The work o£ galliering news 1ms 


grown into M ssience. Its scope aud per- 
fectness aie tlie wonder and piide of liu- 
man genius. The age in which we live, 
if from no other cause, is an age of won- 
der. Former ages were prophetic; ours 
is one of fulfillment. Ours is a day of 
marvelous realization, aday of God-like 
manifestation, and ia no other direction 
do we so fully realizo this fact as in the 
improvement and perfecting of the print- 
ing press and its auxiliaries. 


"In the early history of the race the 


orator was a very important person, for 
by him only could the public be reached. 
Demosthenes and Pericles were the peo- 
ple's daily newspaper. What marvelous 
changes have come about since their day 
of getting and communicating knowl- 
edge! 


'We owe a debt of gratitude to the 


daily newspaper. Each morning it comes 
to the home, the office or the store and 
awaits our convenience. Ifewa from 
home and abroad, news from the other 
side of the world, news for and from the 
cabin and palace, city and farm, sea, 
river, mountain and lake. 
" -To cheer young genius, pity's tear lo htart, 
In truth's bold cause to rouse each fearless 


heart; 


To hunt corruption from the secret den 
And bhow the monster to the ga/e of wonder- 


log men.' 


"The newspaper press is th» mightiest 


power to-day in our woild for good or 
evil. The pulpit was once considered 
the greatest power, but that time is past. 
If Paul, the great apostle to the gentiles, 
should come back to earth, I am inclined 
to believe that in carrying out his own 
advice to covet the best gifts he would 
covet the place and power of the editor 
of one of our great daily newspapers, that 
can speak through the pen to over one 
hundred thousand human beings daily. 


"I believe the secular press is doing a 


work not done by the religious press 
from the fact that it is secular and nol 
religious, for in some issues the secula 
paper outstrips the religious press in the 
amount of religious matter which it gives 
to the reading public. It is one of the 
best mediums of Christian unity ; in this 
respect it is doing a work which the pul- 
pit and religious press cannot do. Rare- 
ly does a Protestant hear a sermon from 
a Roman Catholic, or a Eomau Catholic 
a sermon from a Protestant, but tue 
daily newspaper, by printing oursermom 
side by side on the same sheet, is doing 
much to break down these walls of sep- 
aration. 


"The press is the mightiest power in 


the world for disseminating light. There 
are some I know who think otherwise 
They fear the consequences of giving evi! 
deeds publicity. But why should they 
fear ? Truth cannot be hurt by ventila 
tion, and I am sure some foul places are 
made more healthful by letting in upon 
them air and sunshine. There is nothing 
sin fears more than publicity. A hidden 
evil is the only incurable one. 


"Bad men fear the publicity of the 


press more than the eye of God. 'Whither 
shall we flee from thy piesence' is the 
language of the criminal to-day in refer- 
ence to the press. 


"Dr. Parkhurst deserves all the praise 


he has received and more. He is a mora 
hero, a God-like man ! He has fought a 
good fight, and is not willing to sleep up 
on his laurels. Yet what could Dr. 
Parkhurst or the Lexow committee hav< 
done in the fight without the aid of th« 
press ? 


"There is nothing thatdespotism fears 


so much as a printing press. Russia is a 
poor place for newspapers. The Czar 
and his officers have more fear of a print- 
ing press than they have of dynamite. 


"The Turkish government fears the 


printing press, aud Ximenes, the Span- 
iard, who has been trying to throw the 
blame of the cruel butchery of the Ar- 
menians upon the education of the 
Armenians by our American mission- 
aries, is only a tool of the Turkish gov- 
ernment to ward off the righteous indig- 
nation of all Christian and civilized 
nations. 


"Tbe responsibility of the editor i: 


greater than that of the minister, the 
doctor or lawyer, lieu are being chang- 
ed, unconsciously it may be, by the news- 
papers they read more than by tbe ser- 
mons they listen to from Sabbath to 
Sabbath. The newspaper in a large de- 
gree is the only reading matter that the 
majority of our citizens have time lo 
read. Very few business men read books, 
so that the editor must supply the brain 
food for the millions. 
"If a man is known by the company 
be keeps, he may be as truly known by 
the newspapers he reads. A bad news- 
paper is .like a bad book—an immeasur- 
able evil; .the devil's best vehicle for the 
pollution of the mind and soul. A good 
paper, secular or religious, is a blessing 
in the house."—Hu.llimorc Suit 


The School Book Trust. 


According to tlie • Pittsburg DispriHt, a 


book trust is making a nice tiling of the 
sale of books for u.=e in the public schools. 
It says : "The First ward of Carnegie pays 
$1.50 for a geography which costs Oil City 
$1 and Pittsburg i!G cents. It pays 
$1.10 


for a history which Bellefonte gets for SO 
cents and Bellevemon for 86 cents. A 
grammer which costs Pittsburg and Wil- 
liamsport 48 cents, and Washington, Pa., 
")4 cents, appears to be worth So cents in 
Carnegie. The Second ward of the same 
town pute up 95 cents for an arithmetic 
sold to Pittsburg for 52 cents, and many of 
the other figures are in proprotion." 
" That the Trust is making money Is evi- 
dent from the statement made by Repre- 
sentative Lytle to the Ilarrisbtirg, 
f'elf- 


ph, who says : 
"lam informed that of the $5o,000 ex- 


pended last year in Lancaster $4(1,000 was 
clear profit to the Trust. From the most 
accurate figures that I can obtain 1 find 
that on an average a school book which is 
sold for 25 cents costs the Trust 3 cents, 
and that a book the price of which is 50 
cents costs about 8 cents." 


As remarked by the Tdeijraph, "if any 


Trust or combination of publication houses 
is clearing $40,000 per year out of $56,000 
paid out, it is time to stop a leak some- 
where," and tbe subject calls for legislative 
investigation.
